2. Sub-clause ll(l)(g> of the Imports Control Order. 1955 
as amended, already exempts from the operation of the 
said order the goods imported as passenger baggage to the 
extent permissible under the Baggage Rules for the time beinn 
in force. 

3. A non-tourist passenger may also be allowed to import 
as a part of his baggage, without an import licence, but on 
payment of customs duty any items of personal or household 
effects, for his own use or for use of his family— 

Provided that the import of a firearm shall be subject to 
the conditions that ;— 

(1) The passenger has not imported or otherwise acauired 
a foreign-made firearm of the same category during 
the last ten years; 

Explanation : For this purpose, revoWer and pls'ol will be 
considered as firearm of one category and gun 
and rifle as firearm of another category; 

(ii) Tn the case of revolver and pistol, they arc of .32 or 
smaller bore; and 

(Hi) The firearm shall not be sold, gifted or given to a 
retainer or otheiwiso parted with for a period of 
five years from the date of clearance. 

4. A tourist of Indian origin, whether holding an Indian 
passport or a foreign passport, who is normally resident abroad, 
may be allowed to import, as a part of his baggage, without an 
import licence, but on payment of customs duty in convertible 
foreign currency any items of personal or household effects for 
presentation as gifts or souvenirs to friends and relatives — 

Provided that the import of firearm shall be subject to the 
conditions that :— 

(i) The passenger has not imported a foreign-made firearm 
of the same category during the last ten years; 


Explanation : For this purpose, revolver and pistol will be con¬ 
sidered as firearm of one category and gun and 
rifle as firearm of another category; 

(ii) In th; case of revolver and pistol, they arc of ,32 or 

smaller bore; and 

(iii) The firearm shall not be presented as gift to a person 

who has imported or acquired a foreign made firearm 
of the same category during the last ten years. (The 
person receiving the gift shall also ensure that he is 
not violating this condition). 

5, The above concessions may be allowed provided the 
proper officer of the customs is satisfied that the item.^ are 
being imported for bona-fide use of the passenger or his 
family or for making a gift or souvenir, as the case may be, 
and subject to the condition that they shall not be 'old, dis¬ 
played, advertised or offered for sale or displayed in a shop 
until ; 

(a) in the case of firearm and TV, they have been used 

for a period of not less than five years from the date 
of clearance by such person, or passenger or member 
of the crew, or 

(b) in case of other goods, when the market price is 

depreciated to less than 50 per cent of their market 
price when new. 

6. In addition, clearance of one dog and other domestic 
pets like cats and birds in a limited number may be allowed

(i) A health certificate from a vctcrinaiy officer auihonscd 

to issue a valid certificate by the Government in the 
counti y of e:!tport to the effect that the dog impoi ted 
is free from Aujosky’s disease, Distemper, Rabies, 
Leishmaelasis and Leptospirosis and in the case of 
cats from Rabies and Distemper. 

(ii) In the ease of import of dogs and cats oiiginating 

from countries where Rabies infection is knov,'ii to 
exist, a health certificate containing a record of vacci¬ 
nation. vaccine used, drew of the vaccine and the 
name of the production laboratory and to the effect 
that the dog/cat was vaccinated against Rabies mc»re 
than one month, but within 12 months prior to actual 
embarkation with nervous tissue vaccine or within 36 
months with chicken embryo vaccine, both the 
vaccines having previously passed satisfactory potency 
tests. 
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(iii) In the case of parrots, a certificate to the effect that 
the parrots were subjected to a Compliment fixation 
test for psiltaposis with negative results within 30 
days prior to actual embarkation. 

7. This public Notice is in supersession of the earlier Public 
Notice of the Ministry of Commerce No. 34-rTC(PN)/78 dated 
16-5-1978 as amended by Public Notice No. 58-lTCfFN)/79 
dated 13-11-1979. 


Explanation : In the Public Notice the term ‘baggage’ wlU 
have the same meaning as is assigned to it in sub-clause (3) 
of Section 2 of the Customs Act, 1962.
